T. Washington, the negro educator, 
whose alleged assailant of last Sunday 
night, Albert Ulrich, was held yester- 
day for trial on an assault charge, was 
still at the Hotel Manhattan today, re- 
covering rapidly from the effects of the 


injuries he suffered. Dr. Washington 
was gratified today to receive a letter 
from President Taft, in the President’s 
handwriting, in which Taft expresses 
his sympathy for and confidence in Dr. 
Washington. The letter, as given out 
by Dr. -Washington, read: 

“The White House, .Washington, 
March 21, 1911.—My Dear Mr. Wash- 
ington: 

“T am greatly distressed at your 
misfortune and I hasten to write 
you of my sympathy, my hope that 
you will soon recover from the 
wounds inflicted by insane suspicion 
or viciousness, and of my confidence 
in you, in your integrity and mor- 
ality of character and in your high- 
est usefulness to your race and to 
all the people of this country. 

“It would be a nation’s loss if 
this untoward incident in any way 
impaired your great power for good 
in the solution of one of the most 
difficult problems before us. 

‘“T want you to know that your 
friends are standing by you in every 
trial and that I am proud to sub- 
scribe myself as one.

charged with manslaughter in killing Jesse Williams by running 
him down in the Gardner automobile, a jury in Judge aad 
eourt stood 11 to 1 for conviction, according to report current at — 


the Four Courts Wednesday. 


The jury went to lunch at 12:30 p. m. 
without reporting to Judge Taylor, and 
this led to comment about the court- 
room that the jurors expected to reach 
some agreement, else they . would have 
asked to be excused before going “out. 
They walked about after eating, and 
then resumed their deliberations at 1:30 
p. m, 

On the first ballot the jury was re 
ported to have stood 8 to 4 for convio- 
tion, and it was reported that this divi- 
sion was maintained through the ballot- 
ing from 12:30 a. m. until 2a. m., when 
the jury retired. Two ballots taken after 
breakfast showed the same result, and 
then the young men on the jury, who 
had stood for acquittal, slowly began to 
accept the opinion of the majority, ac- 
cording to the report. 

Leo Gardner seemed less worried than 
enyone else in his family as to the out- 
come. He sat talking to a girl who 
had accompanied his sister and mother 
to the courtroom, chatting gaily and 
laughing with her. 

Parents Are Uneasy. 

Harry B. Gardner and his wife, how- 
ever, obviously were uneasy. When 
they appeared in court they were tran- 
quil and smiled oocasionally, sitting side 
b3} side. But as the morning wore on 
the smiles disappeared. Mrs. Gardner 
grew pale, and her husband frowned. 

As noon approached, Mrs. Gardner, 
apparently unable to bear the suspense 
longer, left the courtroom and went to 
her automobile, across the street from 
the Four Courts. She climbed into the 
tonneau and burst into tears. 

Miss Reba Gardner, sister of Leo, 
seemed affected by her parents’ anxi- 
ety, and became deeply’ serious, in 
marked contrast to the high spirits and 
good humor she had manifested during 
the trial. 

Former Judge William Payne of Chi- 
cago, a friend of the family, who came 
to St. Louis to aid in the defense, de- 
parted in the morning for his home. He 
took leave of the Gardners at 10:30 a. m., 
and whispered smilingly to them, evi- 
dently a cheering forecast of.what was 
to come. Mr. and Mrs. Gardner bright- 
ened visibly at this, but their good cheer 
was short-lived, and they soon were 
plunged again into worry. 

Leo Gardner said he would “put a 
bullet in’’ George B. Cornelius if the 
latter “snitched’’ on him, according to 
testimony of Mrs. Narcissa Cor- 
relius, mother of George, and W. F., 
Bohn. father of George Bohn, two of 
the most important witnesses at Tues- 
day evening’s session of the trial. 

The State showed by witnesses that 
Harry B. Gardner, father of Leo, held 
secret meetings with the members of 
Leo’s auto party in the Hbrary of the 
Cardner home, 58000 Raymond avenue, 
and aided them in concocting a fictitious 
alibi to be used in the event the police 
learned whose auto had killed Williams. 


Elder Gardner Agitated. 

The elder Gardner became visibly agi- 
tated when he heard the testimony con- 
cerning the meetings. Several times he 
sprang from his seat in the first row 
of benches set apart for spectators and 
whispered inio the ears of his son‘s at- 
torneys. Gardner is under indictinent 
charging subornation of perjury in con- 
nection with the grand jury investiga- 
tion of his son's case. 

When W. F. Bohn started toward the 
witness room after concluding his tes- 
timony the elder Gardner reached over 
to the counsel table and slapped Judge 
Payne, ene of his lawyers, on the back. 

“Stop that man,” said Gardner in a 
whisper that could be heard several 
feet away. “He wants to go in there 
and tell his son what to testify.” 


Gardner’s zealousness was wasted, 
however, as Bohn changed his course 
at the direction of a deputy sheriff, 
who ordered him to a seat tn the rear 
of the courtroom.

Though they had been friends since

his father, who had a large flour mill- 
ing business, according tu a statement 
made to a  Post-Dispatck reporter 
Wednesday by Theodore Kaleff, pub- 
lisher of a Bulgarian newspaper in 
Granite City. 

Mitsareff came te the United States 
in 1896 and started a small grocery in 
Granite City, where many of his coun- 
trymen were factory workers. His busi- 
ness prospered. In addition to his gro- 
cery business, he became banker for 
many of the workmen. He built rows 
of houses, which he rented to them, and 
became a power in politics. 

His business grew so rapidly that he 
needed help in looking after it and his 
thoughts turned to his old friend Go- 
sheff. He wrote to Gosheff in 1907 and 
induced him to come from Bulgaria 
and assume the management of the 
Granite City properties. Two years be- 
fore this Gosheff had married Mitsareff’s 
sister. 

Brother Strangely Killed. 

Mitsareff’s original partner had been 
his brother, Nicholas, but in the fall 
of 1906 Nicholas was mysteriously mur- 
dered on the spot where Gosheff was 
killed Tuesday night. Mitsareff said 
robbery was the motive of the mur- 
der, and that $500 had been taken from 
his brother’s pockets after he was mur- 
dered. 

A few days later he reported to the 
police that the $500 had been mysterious- 
ly returned to him by two negroes, who 
told him a white man had asked them 
to take it to Mitsareff. No arrests were 
made, and the mystery was never 
cleared. 

Two years ago Mitsareff took a va- 
cation. He spent a month at a Flori- 
da resort, and then returned to Bul- 
garia. There he married his boyhood 
sweetheart, Helena Kanazira. When he 
returned to America he brought with 
him his bride and his sister, Gosheff’s 
wife. 

When he came: back to Granite City 
he found his business undermined. A 
financial panic had thrown many of 
the workmen out of employment, and 
a New York bank of which he had been 
the agent had failed. 


Gosheff Buys Him Out. 
Piece by piece his property was mort- 


paged to pay his vwigations, and piece 
by plece it was sold when he could not 
make the necessary payments to save 
it. Bulgarians in Granite City say that 
in almost every instance when Mit- 
sareff’s property was put under the 
hammer, it was purchased by Gosheff. 

The friends became enemies. Mit- 
sareff accused Gosheff of mismanaging 
his affairs and of diverting his money. 
He had Gosheff arrested and held in 
jail at Edwardsville six months on a 
charge of perjury, but when the case 
came to trial the State dismissed It for 
lack of evidence. 

Gosheff ran the grocery stores, sa- 
leons, the bank and the real estate of- 
fice of which Mitsareff was once the 
sole owner. 

In his prosperous days Mitsareff had 
a somewhat pretentious office in a cut- 
stone building in the Granite City busi- 
ness district. 


Loss of Office Last Straw. 
Though he had little use for it, he 


aor the office furnished and frequent- 
ly sat there and pored over the account 
books which showed how his property 
had slipped from his grasp. 

Gosheff recently bought in this stone 
building on @ mortgage foreclosure, and 
planned to start a store in it. 

His effort to obtain possession of the 
premises Tuesday afternoon was the 
last straw for Mitsareff.

President Admits Presence on 
Border Is to Meet 
Emergencies.

wAtmosnies Fave March 22.—President 
Taft has announced he will do every- 
thing possible to maintain the friendly 
relations existing between this country 
and Mexico, and that any rupture must 
come as the result of some overt aet 
on Mexican soil. 

The United States has no desire to 
interfere in the interna] affairs of/ Mex- 
ico, and President Taft will not recom- 
mend any such interference to Congress 
unless circumstances permit of no other 
possible course. 

The American troops were sent to 
Texas and prepared for any emergency 
on the strength of reports which indi- 
cated that conditions in Mexico were 
approaching such chaos as at any time 
might threaten American lives and 
property. 

There will be no move toward Mexi- 
can border unless outrages so fla- 
grant as to call for the pfesence of a 
protecting force occur. Even in the 
event of such an outbreak, President 
Taft would not think of acting without 
the consent of Congress. 

How long the troops will remain in 
Texas will depend entirely on the de- 
velopments in Mexico, but it is expected 
they will stay four months. The United 
States Government has determined to 
give President Diaz every chance to 
restore order. President Taft has de- 
termined that this Government sha]! 
fulfill its international obligations in 
stopping the smuggling of arms and 
ammunitions across the border. 

President Taft hopes the sending of 
the army to Texas will prove to be a 
peace move. He told several callers at 
the White House that he ought to be 
the last person in the world to be sus- 
pected of jingoism—that nothing was 
further from his mind. Political con- 
siderations, the President said, had not 
entered into the oper*% ans from any

FAMOUS WARSHIP 
IS NOW A WRECK

ON BOARD THE TORPEDO BOAT 


STRINGHAM, LOWER CHESAPEAKE 
BAY, March 22.—The_ old battleship 
Texas today presented as forlorn an ap- 
pearance as did any of Cervera’s squad- 
ron after their encounter with the Texas 
and other American men-of-war, off 
Santiago 13 summers ago. The 12-inch 
and 8-inch guns of the New Hampshire, 
fired in a spectacular test, had done 
their work, and the famous ship was 
a sunken wreck. 

Gaping holes in her port side and two 
jagged wounds in her forward armor, 
where shells passed completely through, 
showed how the San Marcos succumbed. 
Parts of both her fighting masts were 
shot away, and her deck was a mass of 
debris. 

After preliminary shots a salvo di- 
rected to the stern of the Texas raised 
huge columas of water and deluged the 
vessel, leaving her unscathed.

The shooting then began in earnest.., 
The New Hampshire, followed by the 
battleship Mississippi, 250 yards in her 
wake drew off approximately seven and 
a half miles and began firing. All broad- 
sides were delivered while the atteck- 
ing vessel was steaming back and forth 
along the line at a 10-knot speed 

At the seventh broadside the Texas 
was plainly in distress. The two tugs 
that lay’ alongside the monitor Talla- 
fassee, on which were stationed the 
naval observers, raced to her assist- 
ance. The shells presumably had set 
the vessel afire, for hose was run over 
the side and the engines were set to 
work pumping. She also had been 
driven out of broadside range by the 
force of the New Hampshire's shells, 
and the tugs straightened her out for a 
further ordeal.

CONFIDENT OF PASSAGE 


Councilman Schneiderhahn De- 
clares He Believes There Is 
No‘ Danger of Defeat.

the bill’s defeat or failure at this ses- 
sion, because of the Council's plan to 
alter it, if there is need of amendment,” 
said Schneiderhahn. 

‘“‘We will have several special meet- 
ings and at all times the House will 
be informed of what we are doing. 
Then, if there is any dispute, it will be 
adjusted in conferences.” 

The bill will be read the first time in 
the Council Thursday, havimg passed the 
House of Delegates Tuesday by a ma- 
jority of five. The publicity given to 
absentees from last Friday’s meeting, 
when the bill received but 14 affirma- 
tive votes, had the effect of bringing 
friends of the measure to the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night.

Deficit for Present Season $29,- 
500; Receipts Show Steady 
Gain. 





Two-thirds of the money required to 
make the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
& permanent institution has been sub- 


scribed, according to announcement 
made Wednesday by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Symphony Society. 

The deficit for the present season was 
$29,500. The Finance Committee is try- 
ing to get pledges for enough money to 
continue the orchestra for five years. 
By that time, it is believed, it will be 
practically self-sustaining. 

Hugo Koehler, chairman of the 
Finance Committees, said the expense of 


maintaining the orchestra this season 


was $72.000, and that the 


amounted to $42,500. If the receipts con- 
tinue to advance the next five years as 
they have in the past five years, the 
committee hopes they will become large 
enough to maintain the orchestra.

Executed for Treachery. 

This morning Salvi was called for 
cross-examination. It is charged that 
he is the man who furnished the final 
evidence of Cuoccolo’s treachery in the 
Camorra, and so brought about his sente 
ence of death. In a letter written frorh 
the prison where he was confined for 
robbery, he asserted that Cuoecolo had 
betrayed him to the police because he 
had given a share of the booty of his 
crime to another than Cuoccolo. He 
called on his brother Camorrists to 
avenge him. — : 

It is asserted that, according to the 
rules of the Camorra, a ring was taken 
from the hand of the murdered man to 
be sent to Salvi in proof of the fact that 
his wish for vengeance had been ob- 
served. 

Carabineers said they found this ring 
in a mattress at the home of a woman 
known as the companion of Salvi. Salvi 
protested that the ring was placed in 
the bed by the carabineers for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing evidence. 

Shows Ring as Evidence, 

As the cross-examination progressed 
today, President Bianchi suddenly pro- 
duced the ring, and, holding it so that 
it could be seen by all in the courtroom, 
said:

THE “COMPROMISE”, CONSPIRACY. 

Attorney Schnurmacher Surnat the laugh on 
the opponents of the United Railways’ “cinch,” 
who opposed the defeated charter because it was 
not radical enough, when he taunted them with 
the inability of the city under the present charter 
to operate a street railway. 

The significance of the defeat of an instrument 
which gave the city sweeping powers to ac- 
quire, control and operate public utilities, and 
the identity of the group which duped and be- 
trayed the people should be clear now, even to 
the wild asses’ colts whose brayings over the 
“Big Cinch Charter” filled the air with deafen- 
ing clamor. 


The conspiracy which now menaces the city 
between the allied predatory interests and their 
easy official dupes reveals the combination which 


of the powers most needed for successful  deal- 
ing with the crisis in street railway transporta- 
tion. . 

This “compromise” was hatching while the 
new charter was pending. The forces back of it 
helped to defeat the charter. It is one of the 
measures of betterment which Messrs. SchutZ 
and Schnelderhahn, who now plead the “help- 
lessness” of the city to control the United Rail- 
ways, said they were formulating to supply the 
deficiencies of the present charter. Yet these 
very deficiencies are arsed as a reason for ae- 
cepting an indefensible deal with the railway 
monopoly. 

We say without qualification or fear of 
successful contradiction that the “compromise” 
ordinance is a complete surrender of all the 
rights and powers which St. Louwis has striven 
to establish for the control and progressive im- 
provement of street railway transportation to 
meet the needs of the public. 

We say without qualification or fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction that the ordinance in 
every vital provision and in the wording of 
each is drawn in the interests of the corpora- 
tion and against the interests of the city. 

We say without qualification or fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction that the adoption of the 
ordinance will block all plans for adequate urban 
transportation in St. Louis for 37 years. 

The able attorneys who pleaded the corpora- 
tion’s cause before the special committee of! the 
Council and House devoted their arguments in 
the main to the mill tax suit. But the mill tax 
compromise is a mere excuse for a “settlement” 
by which the company gains far more than re- 
lief from part of the mill tax. The corporation 
would willingly pay all the mill tax if it could 
get in return the privileges and immunities 
granted it in the remainder of the ordinance. 
Even in the mill tax compromise the corpora- 
tion wins more than it gives. It is made the 
occasion for the eliminating of tax obligations 
in underlying franchises, which is a rich compen- 
sation for the company and a heavy loss to .the 
city. 

In considering the deal the figures submitted 
by George W. Baumhoff, a practicai street rail- 
way manager and builder, formerly in charge 
of the local street railway system, should be kept 
in mind. Mr. Baumhoff estimated the total cost. 
of reproducing the entire plant and equipment 
of the United Railways, including the loops and 
extensions granted in the ordinance, at $35,000,- 
000. He estimated the gross earnings of the 
street railway system during the extended life 
of the franchises at about $630,000,000, He assert- 
ed that the system can be cperated for 60 per 
cent of its present gross earnings. He esti- 
mates that after paying taxes and the cost of op- 
eration out of its present earnings the company 
would have as a net earning nearly 5 per cent 
on $100,000,000. 

Mr. Baumhoff estimates

The ordinance fixes the fare at 5 cents within 
the present city limits, making no provision for 
an extension of the boundaries.. 

The ordinance surrenders the independent right 
and power of the city to regulate the street car 
service in so far as a formal agreement can do 
80. It provides for a joint regulation on terms 
which make it possible for the corporation to 
control the regulating commission. It practical- 
ly Hermit’ the corporation to be self-regulating 


ing the validity of the Cooper enabling act. 

_ The ordinance gives the corporation practical 
control of transfers, restricting them under severe 
penalty to individual use and permitting the 
railway management to select the transfer routes. 

The ordinance contains no prohibition against 
over-crowding cars, but provides penalties for 
jumping on or off cars and for hanging on cars 
without consent of the company’s agents. 
he ordinance grants franchises for loops and 
extensions which perfect the system as benefits 
conferred on the city, but provides no penalties 
for the company’s failure to construct or op- 
erate them. It enables the company to reroute 
lines, but provides no penalties for abandoning 
old ar new routes. ' 

We challenge any advocate of the “settle- 
ment’’ ordinance to point out any benefit to 
the public which can be enforced and that is 
not gained by a concession of many times its 
value. In its entirety the ‘‘compromise’”’ de- 
livers the city bound and gagged into the 
hands of the street car monopoly for more 
than a generation to come. 

It is not too much to say that this so-called 
settlement is part and parcel, the logical climax, 
of the series of deals and juggles, beginning with 
the Central franchise steal, 
Louis in the power of the street car monopoly. 
Its adoption would clinch that power for 87 
years and turn into realized wealth the huge 
aggregate of speculative securities issued on the 
possible value of stolen franchises.

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A CRIME OF SOCIETY.

Andrew Toth left prison in Pittsburg 
Saturday after 20 years of confinement 
for a crime he did not commit. His at- 
titude on leaving jail was one of devout 
gratitude that he was at last freed and 
cleared. It would not have been strange 
if he had been, instead, embittered by 
the great sin society committed against 
him. 

Toth was not even present when Mich- 
ael Quinn was killed in the Edgar 
Thomson steel works 20 years ago. 
was later pointed out as the murderer 
by a fellow workman who in a sulky 
fit sought that easy way of “getting 
even’’ with him. It was easy to find 
out at the time whether he had been 
in the mill or not, but no one took the 
trouble properly to defend the poor im- 
migrant who knew no English and had 
no friends. Society was offended by the 
murder; here was an accused man; to 
prison he went, and stayed until a dying 
man’s conscience at last revealed the 
truth. 

Such a revelation shakes public faith 
in the administration of justice far more 
than the evil delays and misplaced leni- 
ency of which just complaint is heard. 
It is the law that until he Is proved 
guilty an accused man must be held in- 
nocent. Toth was never proved guilty; 
he was “railroaded;’’ and if all the sud- 
den wealth of all the millionaires of 
Pittsburg were rolled upon him in a 
great golden flood it could not right the 
wrong done him. His wrong is measure- 
less, limitless, irreparable. All that Al- 
legheny County can do for Toth is to 
see to it that hereafter the humblest 
shall get due justice in its courts.

WHEAT HOLDS 


STEADY WITHIN 
NARROW LIMITS 


Trade Ignores Lower Cables and 
Generally Bearish Crop 
Advices. 


The wheat market Wednesday ignored 
lower cables and bearish crop advices 
and held steady within narrow limits. 
Trading reflected almost summer dui:i- 
ness, professionals alone making the 
quotations. 

The pit element is bearish to a man, 
and there is no doubt an unwieldy short 
interest outstanding in all options, S2I!- 
dom has a long decline, like tne present 
one, shown such universally bearisz.a con- 
ditions at the extreme low point. This 
is the strongest bull factor in the sit- 
uation. This is the season of crop scares, 
and the trade will experience them, arti- 
ficial or real. The public will not follow 
a crop scare now, for the grain is hard- 
ly out of the ground, and dry weather 
reports are too fakish when theré has 
been rain everywhere. When the grow- 
ing season is on, however, all kinds of 
bugs, including the speculative bug, wiil 
get in their wors. The spring season -.or 
this reason is a bad season to be short 
grain, especiauy after a long decline, 
and when the statustical position of the 
market is apparent to everybouy. 

Realizing sales depressed prices in 
the Liverpool wheat market, the liquida- 

tion following beari:.1 American crop 
advices, weakness at Buenos Ayres and 
pressure of rlata and Indian offers at 
a decline. Liverpool cargoes, in distant 
positions, were weak, Argentine offers 
large and Russian and Indian crop re- 
ports favorable. Spot markets were 
lower on expectations of continued lib- 
eral supplies.

STEADY WITHIN 


Trade Ignores Lower Cables and 
Generally Bearish Crop 
Advices. 


The wheat market Wednesday ignored 
lower cables and bearish crop advices 
and held steady within narrow limits. 
Trading reflected almost summer dui:i- 
ness, professionals alone making the 
quotations. 

The pit element is bearish to a man, 
and there is no doubt an unwieldy short 
interest outstanding in all options. S:21- 
dom has a long decline, like tne present 
one, shown such universally bearis. con- 
ditions at the extreme low point. This 
is the strongest bull factor in the sit- 
uation. This is the season of crop scares, 
and the trade will experience them, arti- 
ficial or real. The public will not follow 
a crop scare now, for the grain is hard- 
ly out of the ground, and dry weather 
reports are too fakish when theré has 
been rain everywhere. When the grow- 
ing season is on, however, all kinds of 
bugs, including the speculative bug, wiil 
get in their wor.. The spring season .or 
this reason is a bad season to be short 
grain, especiauy after a long decline, 
and when the statistical position of the 
market is apparent to everybouy. 

Realizing sales depressed prices in 
the Liverpool wheat market, the liquida- 
tion following beari... American crop 
advices, weakness at Buenos Ayres and 
pressure of slata and Indian offers at 
a decline. Liverpool cargoes, in distant 
positions. were weak, rgentine offers 
large and Russian and’Indian crop re- 
ports favorable. Spot markets were 
lower on expectations of continued lib- 
eral supplies.

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SAVS WIFE SENT 
HIM AWAY. THEN 
BOT A DIVORCE 


Case Reopened After Farmer 
Tells East Side Court She 
Has Married Again. 


Six months after his wife obtained a 
divorce in the East St. Louis City Court, 
Edward Wedekind asked Judge Millard 
Wednesday morning, through his at- 
torney, to re-open the case on the 
ground that the divorce was obtained 
through misrepresentation of facts. 
Judge Millard granted the request and 
the case was re-docketed for the March 
term of court. 

Mrs. Wedekind, the husband says, was 
divorced without his knowledge. He 
says she was married at Sullivan, Mo., 
to Antone Polfer, Sept. 2, 1910, three 
days after the divorce was granted, and 
that she now resides in St. Louis. 

Charged Him With Cruelty. 

When the divorce was granted the 
wife testified that her husband made 
her do all the work on their farm in 
Bond County, Ill., while he sat in the 
shade. She charged him with cruelty 
and said he deserted her April 15, 1908. 

Wedekind told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he, his wife and three sons 
were living on a 6-acre farm in Bond 
County in March, 1909, when, at the 
suggestion of his wife, he and the sons 
went to Canada to take a farm there. 
She was to remain behind until the 
year’s crops had beén harvested. They 
corresponded, he said, until April, 1910, 
|} when her letters ceased and his were 
returned, 

Came Back to Investigate. 

When he came back to Illinois to in- 
vestigate he fourid that his wife had 
rented the farm and disposed of most of 
the farm implements and was living at 
St. Donatus, Io., he said, and that he 
did not learn about the divorce and the 
remarriage for several months. He said 
his wife never resided in East St. Loujs. 
The divorce petition represented that 
she had been a resident a year. 

Wedekind said that his wife has de- 
rived $1500 income from the farm since 
he went to Canada and has the property 
so incumbered that he is unable to touch
